Set Top-Level Meet On NAACP’s ‘Future’ 

A top-level meeting of NAACP officials for the 
purpose of evaluating the organization’s present 
position and future procedure will be held in New 
York on Friday and Saturday, JET learned exclu- 
sively. Attending will be Dr. Channing Tobias, Roy 
Wilkins, Thurgood Marshall and Allen Chalmers, 
chairman of the Legal Redress Committee. 

Aware of growing anti-integration reaction in the 
South, such as in Prince Edward County, Va., where 
even NAACP officials admit ‘‘the leasi that is going 
to happen is that they will close the schools,” the big 
question to be resolved will be ‘where do we go from 
here ?”’ 

While no official statement will come out of the 
meeting, among the situations to be faced will be the 
fact that the NAACP must leave much of its future 
activity up to the people of the South, although there 
is no disposition among officials to “go fishing,” as 
a Richmond, Va., newspaper has suggested, or to 
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declare a moratorium in its fight for rights. 

Prior to the meeting, one official flatly declared, “there 
can be no moratorium, no giving up. The suggestion offers 
no solution because the other side obviously has no plan 
of giving up.” It was indicated that there will be no 
change of NAACP policy, and that whenever and wher- 
ever called upon, in schools or other areas of discrimina- 
tion, the NAACP will continue to file lawsuits. 

An important consideration of the meeting will be to 
devise means for reassuring Negroes in the South that 
there is nothing that any state has been able to do which 
will present the filing of lawsuits if the people themselves 
ask for them. 


New York Gets Ist Bias Ban On Private Housing 


New York City Council voted 20-1 for a “historic” anti- | 


bias bill which bars racial or rcligious discrimination in 
private housing. The controversial measure became law 
over the strong opposition of New York’s powerful real 
estate lobby, and goes into effect next April 1 after Mayor 
Robert Wagner affixes his signature. Specifically, the 
measure forbids Jim Crow in houses or apartment build- 
ings of three or more units, but exempts one and two 
family homes not in developments of 10 or more.

A white Zebulon, N. C., justice of the peace, J. M. 
Hockaday, whose improperly filled out commitment 
papers brought about the freedom of a Negro man 
he had sentenced to 30 days, was asked to resign 
because of his alleged ignorance of legal writing. 
Sheriff Robert J. Pleasants, who refused to accept 
the Negro prisoner, said: “Hockaday’s lack of knowl- 
edge ... and his failure to use English correctly in 
my opinion nullifies and makes technically illegal 
practically every warrant he issues.” The lawman 
added that police at Wake Forest, where Hockaday 
holds court nearby in a dirt-floor shack, were ‘quite 
unwilling” to handle the justice’s processes. 
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i Inspect Bombed Home: Surveying shattered ruins of 
bombed home into which the Negro family of Robert 
Greer was preparing to move in Birmingham, an officer 
estimates that 12 sticks of dynamite were used in blast. 
Bombing was one of several since Negroes began moving 
into former all-white Fountain Heights section. 








Convict 3rd Klansman In Birmingham Castration 

A third Ku Klux Klansman charged with mayhem in 
the September castration of Judge Edward Aaron near 
Birmingham, was given 20 years for his part in the inci- 
dent, leaving three more men to be tried. Latest sentenced 
was Jesse W. Mabry, 45, secretary of the Klan group. Two 
previously convicted men testified that Aaron was seized 
at random in a protest of Negro school integration efforts. 
In Mabry’s trial, Theodore Sparks, a Negro, took the stand 
and testified that the Klansman’s character and reputa- 
tion for truth and veracity were good. Old-timers said he 
was possibly the first Negro in history to testify for a 
KKK member. 








Negro La awyer Loses Bid For S. C. Legislature 

A Negro candidate, ‘bidding to become 
the first member of his race to sit in the 
South Carolina Legislature since 1902, 
lost to his white opponent 13,023 to 4,054. 
Atty. John H. Wrighten, of Charleston, 
said the race issue was injected in the 
campaign by the Charleston News and 
Courier which “cited my filing a suit 

wg ss , which brought about building of a Negro 
Atty. Wrighten law school at South Carolina State Col- 
lege in 1948; brought up the fact that I was the attorney 
in the closing of the Edisto State Park beach.” Wrighten, 
who added that a cross was burned before his home on 
the day after Thanksgiving, estimated that at least 1,000 
“liberal white people” cast ballots for him. 





Texas Senate Ok’s Segregation Bill 
A segregation bill, permitting 254 Texas county judges 
to call for public registration of membership lists of the 
NAACP and similar organizations was passed 13 to 12, and 
sent to Gov. Price Daniel after a week’s deadlock. The 
measure was denounced as making “little czars” out of 
county judges and permitting them to “smear” anyone 
they pleased. Meanwhile, a white GOP official, Jim Stick- 
ter, of Corpus Christi, wrote for an NAACP membership, 
and asked that his name be included in any rolls required 
to be registered under the new law. Said Stickter: “If 
enough uninvolved Americans assist in protection of 
minority rights, we will never have an American Hitler.” 
An African delegate fom the French Cameroons 
stood entranced at the sight of his first snow from 
the United Nation’s Building in New York, and 
sighed: “Beautiful, beautiful.” Ndeh Ntumazah then 
turned from the window, bursting with questions: 
“Will automobiles travel? Will people get food? Will 
airplanes fly?” 
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W Lost Control: Uninjured after he lost control of his car 
when it hit an ice spot on a Pittsburgh bridge, Tom Cum- 
mings leans through broken-out windshield frame as rup- 
tured line spouts geyser of water behind him.

Charge GI With Assault; Was Refused Cafe Service 
A Negro soldier was charged with threatening the Dar- 
lington, S. C., police chief and a white cafe owner with 
a knife after being refused “inside” service. Police Chief 
J. P. Privet identified the soldier only as Owen Delaney 
and charged him with assault and carrying a deadly wea- 
pon. The policeman said Delaney walked into the cafe, 
ordered breakfast, and was told by operator Jimmy Psillos 
he could be served only “on the outside.” Delaney said he 
was an “American soldier” and drew a knife, Privet said. 


Negroes Denied Vote In 31 Mississippi Counties 

The Mississippi Council of Negro Leadership charged 
that “no Negroes are permitted to register and vote in 
31 of the state’s 82 counties,” and launched a drive to in- 
crease registration from 22,000 to 100,000. Council mem- 
bers, meeting in Clarksdale, pledged to use the new fed- 
eral civil rights law to increase registration.

Wealthy Chicago Widow Seeks $5 Million Damages 

A $5 million damage suit against five police officers, 
three business executives, a private detective and the IIli- 
nois Bell Telephone Co. was filed in Chicago’s Circuit 
Court by Mrs. Mary R. Cole, 43, wife of the late multi- 
millionaire Robert A. Cole. Mrs. Cole, acquitted in July, 
1956, of conspiracy charges in the alleged $20,900 shake- 
down of two Chicago Metropolitan Assurance Co. execu- 
tives, charged in her suit that she was arrested in 1955 
without a warrant and that police tapped her home phone 
with the help of the telephone company. She also charged 
the defendants spread malicious charges. 


N. C. Golf Course Trespassers’ Retrial Stalled 

The scheduled retrial of six Greensboro, N. C., Negroes, 
against whom charges of trespassing on Gillespie Park 
Golf Course had been dismissed, was held up indefinitely 
after defense attorneys said they had not been officially 
notified to appear in court. The six had been sentenced to 
30 days in an earlier trial on the trespassing charge but 
the State Supreme Court granted them a new trial be- 
cause the original warrant had been changed. The de- 
fendants were among 12 Negroes whose desegregation suit 
led to the closing of the golf course last summer.

Find Navy Bias Waning; Officers Face Bar 

Discrimination has decreased in the Navy, but Negro 
officers are still shunted aside in promotions to command 
positions, according to a survey by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. Following up a 1955 survey, Mrs. Ruth 
Danenhower Williamson said she found some whites have 
been integrated into the formerly all-Negro steward’ 
branch, and there is “practically no discrimination” in| 
shipboard life. She pointed out, however, that Negro offi. 
cers “are too often kept in recruiting or public-relations 
posts.” 


D. C. Trolley ‘Driver’ Put In Mental Hospital 

A 40-year-old Washington, D. C., man, who drove a stolen 
streetcar down Pennsylvania Avenue at 60 mph, smash- 
ing five cars and injuring one driver, was committed to 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital by the Municipal Court after 
psychiatrists testified he was of “unsound mind.”

Sentence Mixed N. C. Couple On Morals Charge 

In Greenville, N.C., a 26-year-old white man, Waylond 
McLeord, who police found partly undressed in the bed 
of a Negro woman, Marie T. Reeves, was given a one-year 
sentence to a road gang and the woman was sent to 
prison for a year. Police broke down the woman’s door 
to arrest McLeord. His wife, who attended his trial, told 
police she would pack her belongings and return to her 
mother with her three-year-old son.

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Fake Arthur Godfrey Talent Scout Gets 3 Years 

In Dayton, Ohio, 37-year-old Michael 
Ward, who in JET was exposed 21 months 
ago as a fake Arthur Godfrey talent 
scout, received a three-year sentence to 
the Ohio State Reformatory on a 1947 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. Ward had also violated his five- 
year probation by leaving town. Ward's 
attorney, Thomas Falino, withdrew from 
the case before the sentence, after learn- 
ing Ward falsely claimed he had $23,000 in a Gary bank 
and falsified hospital reports to indicate he had cancer 
and thus gain leniency from Court of Common Pleas 
Judge Neil Zimmers. Ward, who operated under seven 
aliases as a doctor, an Air Force lieutenant, a Cuban real 
estate tycoon and an undertaker, was arrested in August 
in Denver on a warrant issued by Ohio authorities.

Madison 
was killed and his unarmed accomplice, Ezell Naugles, 
captured while they were in the act of robbing cleaning 
shop clerk, Mrs. Odell Owens, of $30.

to catch a plane to California. Charged 
with more than 100 burglaries, Thomas 
also allegedly robbed Mrs. Rachel Kallen, 
67, of $30 then attempted to rape her. At 
the time she thought he was a soft-spoken 
Negro accompanied by a Puerto Rican Thomas 
rapist. Police found eight packets of heroin and cocaine 
on Thomas and also charged him with narcotics posses- 
sion. 


Seize King Home In Cleveland For $32,000 Policy Tax 

The home of ex-Cleveland numbers baron, Donald (The 
Kid) King, was seized by the Federal Internal Revenue 
Service for non-payment of gambling taxes of $32,029 
for an 11 day period last year. He was estimated to have 
handled $320,290 in bets from October 8 to October 19. 
The home, which was bombed last May after King said 
he was quitting the rackets, and refused to continue pay- 
ing $200 weekly “protection” to Alex Shondor Birns. His 
first floor apartment had been redecorated, but was not 
occupied. King, 26, was also target for an assassination 
attempt in October, when he was riddled by a shotgun 
blast. 





Detroit Cops Bag 20 In Interracial Club 

Detroit police arrested 10 men and 10 women in a raid 
on an interracial party at the Society of Artists and Mod- 
els Club and charged three members with furnishing liq- 
uor to minors. Police said a mixed group of 10 Negro men 
and women and 10 white women were found drinking in 
the club and that six of the women and two of the men 
were 17 to 19 years of age. DeVon Cunningham, 22, James 
Tucker, 34, and Alfonso Smith, 30, were charged with fur- 
nishing liquor to minor girls.

This is especially true in 
the case of certain segregationists who place the 
evil luxury of race prejudice above country, flag, 
and world opinion. One of them is George Preston 
Marshall, the famous laundry-man who also hap- 
pens to be owner of the Washington Redskins pro- 
fessional football team. 

A rugged individualist of theatrical leanings, Mar- 
shall has consistently refused to hire a Negro player 
for his club. The ’Skins are the only club in the 
National Football League which is lily-white. Al- 
though they play in a park located in a predomi- 
nantly-Negro area, and as Capital tenants operate 
in the glare of world attention, Marshall refuses to 
join the parade of progress. 

He is mule-stubborn and proud of it. Democ- 
racy be doomed, is his attitude. The fact that 
democracy is the No. 1 product Americans try 
to sell the world, and our very existence depends 
on the sale, apparently means nothing to GPM. 
He hires Negroes in his laundry. But, according 
to intimates, he doesn’t like them, as people, and 
can’t tolerate the thought of integrating his 
pride-and-joy. 

For the past two years, a gallant band of Wash- 
ington Negroes have picketed ’Skin games. They 
have carried their line and their signs to other 
cities where the ’Skins appear, even to league meet- 
ings. Rather strangely, not even the most liberal 
owners of other clubs have publicly criticized Mar- 
shall’s un-American attitude and practice. So the 
pickets keep on walking. More power to them.

Billy Daniels Barred From N. Y. Night Clubs 

Singer Billy Daniels was barred from ever performing 
again in a New York night club by being sentenced to 
a four-month suspended jail term and fined $200 on 
illegal weapons charges growing out of the January, 1956, 
shooting of James (Chink) Jackson in a Harlem after- 
hours club. A state law bars an entertainer convicted of 
a misdemeanor from playing a place where liquor is sold. 


Negro-Owned Radio Station To Open In Huntsville 
Plans to open the nation’s fifth Negro-owned and op- 
erated radio station were disclosed by ex-musician Richard 
Johnson in Huntsville, Ala. Johnson will be manager and 
program director. The new station, owned by Leroy Gar- 
rett, a cleaning shop operator, has been granted the 
call letters WEUP by the Federal Communications Comm. 
The FCC said WEUP has been granted a construction 
permit, but has not applied for a broadcasting license yet. 
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Diminutive Sammy Davis Jr., staging his first one-map 
show in his career, put on a three-hour performance at 
Chicago’s Civic Opera House to net the city’s Urban 
League chapter nearly $20,000, the largest contribution 
in its history. A crowd of 3,500 persons, sitting in seats 
ranging up to $25 each, saw the energetic Sammy sing 
dance and gag about a stage shared only by a 40-piec 
orchestra that included 15 strings. The first half of his 
performance, devoted chiefly to show tunes and some of 
his recorded songs, ran more than an hour and a half 
before Sammy finally left the stage. During the second 
half, he used principally his night club material, including 
mimicry of singers and actors, and a superb dancing style 
—which Sammy refused to let be marred by a faulty tap 
which broke on his right heel during the performance

He continued dancing. Highlights of his performance: 
his renditions of Little Girl, Stand Up And Fight, Old

threatened to run into overtime wages for the musicians 
and technicians, Sammy snapped: “To heck with it! Tl 
pay for it myself.” He then delivered his final number. 
Despite his tremendous gift to the league, Sammy was 
stil unhappy. Reason: his proposed plan to stage a week- 
long benefit for the NAACP at Harlem’s Apollo Theater 
was cancelled without his knowledge by his agency, 
William Morris, and his uncle, Will Mastin, costing 
Sammy some $240 in airline overweight charges for suits 
he had carried along from Los Angeles for the benefit, 
and knocking the NAACP out of an estimated $15,000.
